The management of Satgram Area Store under Satgram 
Area of Eastern Coalfields Ltd., and their workmen repre- 
sented by Koyla Mazdoor Congress (HMS), Gorai Mansion. 
G. T. Road, Asansol', referred the following dispute to my 
arbitration under Section 10A of Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947, by an agreement signed between them on 17th Novem- 
ber, 1978 which was published in the Gazette of India in 
Part-II Section 3 Sub-section (ji) dated 30th December, 1978 
(Gazette No. 52-P. 3511-S.O. 3753) 

"Whether the action of the management of Satgram 
Area Store under Satgram Area of M/s. Eastern 
Coalfields Ltd., is justified in fixing with effect from 
August, 1973 Shri N. K. Singh, Store Superintendent 
of Technical ‘A’ to the Grade of Store Keeper and 
putting in Special Grade in terms scale of pay as 
per wage Board Recommendations for coal mining 
industry read with National Coal Wage Agreement ; 
If not, to what relief the workmen is entitled?” 

The parties were heard on 30th January, 1979, 7th Febru- 
ary, 1979, 20th February, 1979, 3rd March, 1979, 15th March, 
1979 and finally on 2nd April, 1979, The management pro- 
duced records pertaining to manpower, ‘Form B‘ Register, In- 
cluding report of screening committee, pay sheets/register of 
wages for the period from January, 1972 to December, 1973 
which were taken as evidence. Shri R. P, Singh, Manager, 
Khas Chalbalpur Colliery and Shri N. K. Singh, the workman 
concerned, were examined as witnesses on behalf of the 
workmen. The management did not produce any witness. 

It is admitted that at, the time of take over, Shri N. K. 
Singh, the workman concerned, was working as Store Superin- 
tendent in technical and supervisory grade ‘A’. The contention 
of the management as given in the written statement signed 
by the General Manager, Satgram Area is as follows: — 


“That after nationalisation of the said coai mine it appeared 
to the management that although Shri N. K. Singh was per- 
forming clerical duties and had no connection with perform- 
ance of any technical and supervisory job there must have 
been same inconsistency in his designation and grade shown 
™ the, records 0 f the said colliery as Stores Superintendent in 
Technical A . 

That it was further found that the said Chalbalpur Col- 
liery was a small colliery and there were only 400 employees 
in the roll of the said colliery and there was no justification 
for keeping any Stores Superintendent for looking after the 
work of colliery store and neither Shri N. K. Singh had any 


That the management’s aforesaid action was fully justified 
and the management has got no obligation to honour absurd 
and inconsistent designations and grades if found any by the 
erstwhile management having no consistency with nature of 
work performed by the workman and having no competence for 
being designated as such; 

That Section 14 of the Coal Mines Nationalisation Act en- 
joins continuation of the existing terms and conditions of 
service of the workman but does not enjoin for continuing 
absurd and inconsistent terms.” 

It is clear from the above that the management has taken 
unilateral action to change the service conditions of the 
workman, which is against the provisions of Section 14 of 
the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1973. If at all service 
conditions had to be changed, they have to be changed in 
accordance with due procedure, which implied that the work- 
man should be given opportunity to accept the new terms of 
service conditions and scales of pay. The management cannot 
unilaterally come to conclusion that the erstwhile management 
had absurd and inconsistent terms. They cannot also come 
to any conclusion that there was fraud or manipulation in the 
matter without proper enquiry. If at all there was any such 
probe, it is clear from the evidence that Shri Singh, the work- 
man, was not given any opportunity to place his view points 
in the matter before the management. Moreover, Manage- 
ment did not produce any such enquiry /probe papers. During 
the proceedings the management has not been able to elicit 
information or produce any evidence in support of their 
written statements and arguments. 


It is seen from the ’Form B’ Register of Khas Chalbalpur 
Colliery that Shri N. K. Singh was designated as Store Keeper 
and his date of appointment has been shown as 4th January, 
1964 and thereafter was duly promoted by the Agent as 
‘Store Superintendent’ w.e.f. 1st September, 1971 in the 
Grade ‘A technical and supervisory (Rs. 405-20-605-25-730 
of Central Wage Board Recommendations), It is also seen 
that Shri Ram Pratap Singh who was Manager of Khas Chal- 
balpur Colliery from 1st November, 1970 had recommended 
his case for promotion of Shri N. K. Singh to the Agent and 
also has given a certificate that Shri Singh was managing 
purchasing of materials control and store keeping. In his 
deposition Shri R. P. Singh has stated that all the stores 
of Pure Searsoie Colliery was, also, being looked after from 
Khas Chalbalpur Colliery including purchase of medicines, 
coal tub repairing and maintenance of vehicles. The workman 
in his deposition has stated that he was independently in 
charge of all store functioning, purchase of vehicles of Khas 
Chalbalpur Colliery as well as Pure Searsoie Colliery. The 
raising of the colliery was stated to be about 16000 tonnes 
approximately at that time. Shri N. K. Singh is also a Gradu- 
ate from Gorakhpur University (1959). After the take-over 
of the colliery, the workman’s pay only was protected and he 
was put in the special grade clerical (Rs. 305-15-425-20-505) 
without giving him any opportunity for which the workman 
was continuously making representations. It is seen from the 
pay sheet of December, 1972 of Khas Chalbalpur Colliery 
that Shri N, K. Singh has been shown as Stores Superintendent 
and paid basic salary of Rs. 445. Earlier pay sheets from 
January 1972 to November, 1972 also show his designation 
as Stores Superintendent, Pay sheet of June, 1973 also shows 
designation as ‘Stores Superintendent’. It is only from the 
month of September, 1973 no designation has been shown 
against the name of Shri Singh but his basic salary was shown 
as Rs. 465, Die same position is seen even in the pay sheet 
of January, 1974 which was produced before me. This shows 
mat the management was having second thought about the 
designation to be given to the workman, main trouble being 
that there was no designation of Store Superintendent In the 
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Wage Board Recommendations. In the Screening Committee 
list submitted to the Coal Mines Authority by the Manager. 
Khas Chalbalpur Colliery at the time of nationalisation shows 
designation and wort of Shri Singh as Stores Superintendent. 

From the above records and evidences it is clear that at 
the time of nationalisation Shri N. K. Singh was enjoying 
the status of Stores Superintendent and was in supervisory and 
technical Grade ‘A 1 <i.c. Rs. 405 — 730), It was for the man- 
agement to protect his scale and give suitable designation to 
him after nationalisation Instead of reducing his status and 
fitting him in any other scale of pay where the pay drawn by 
him could be fitted in. It may be seen for clerical special grade 
as well as technical and supervisory Grade ‘A’ the middle 
scale is Rs. 420-20-605. Hence, it was easy for the manage- 
ment to give him an increment and satisfy themselves that 
they have protected his pay. The scales have been revised 
from 1st January, 1975 and hence the employee having not 
been given proper scale of pay, has further suffered, ft is 
also stated that there is a vacancy of Chief Store Keeper 
after transfer of Shri Nagpal in the same colliery. 

In view of the above, I hereby direct the management to 
restore to Shri N. K. Singh his original scale of pay of 
Rs. 405-20-605-25-730 and allow him the revised scale of 
pay and give him proper designation in the technical super- 
visory grade ‘A’ with effect from 1973. He should be consider- 
ed as having been fixed at Rs. 455 (Rupees four hundred 
and forty five) in the grade of Rs. 405 — 730 at the time of 
nationalisation and granted consequential benefits. Arrears, if 
any, shall be paid to the said workman within a month from 
the date of this award.

This is a reference made by the Government of India, in 
the Ministry of Labour vide it's order No. L-22012(21 ) /77- 
D-IV(B), of 3rd June, 1978, for the adjudica'ion of the fol- 
lowing industrial dispute ; 

“Whether the action of the management of Korea Col- 
liery of Western Coalfields Limited, Distt. Surguja 
in dismissing Shri Seiku S/o. Sukhi, Category-J 
Mazdoor of Korea Colliery vide order No. KR/CMA/ 
00/5358 dated 10th August, 1975 from service is 
justified 7 If not, to what relief is the concerned 
workman entitled 7” 

2. It is not disputed that referring to clause 17(l)(r) of 
standing orders the workman was served with the following 
charge sheet on 14-12-1974. 

"That on 12-12-74 while Shri A.S. Desai, A.L.W.O.. 
Korea Colliery was passing through the bus-stand 
of Korea Colliery you abused him in filthy language 
and also threatened him with dire consequences.” 

The workman filed a reply of total denial. Domestic en- 
quiry was held. Enquiry Officer reported that the charge was 
proved and thereupon, accepting the findings, the disciplin- 
ary authority ordered his dismissal vide order dated 10-8-1975 
referred to in the schedule of reference.

7 The Union alleged that full opportunity to preduce 
defence witnesses was given. Management denied it. Accor- 
ding to the management the workman avoided to participate 
at the defence stage even inspite of several adjournments 
and service of notices. The union has failed to prove its 
allegation hence the point Is decided against it. 

8. As for perversity the evidence appears to have oeen 
broadly speaking correctly appreciated. This Tribunal did 
not sit in appeal and has no jurisdiction to take a different 
view unless that appreciation of evidence by the enquiry 
officer is wholly fallacious and could not be termed as a 
possibly justifiable view. There is thus no perversity in 
findings.

9. As the union appears to be in no need to participate 
I think opportunity being given to the union to produce 
evidence on the question of quantum of evidence shall be 
of no avail. The incident took place outside the place of 
work or place of duty. Union rivalry is alleged. The work- 
man is alleged to have trespassed and is being ousted from 
the land occupied by him. All tbis is likely to create temper. 
The spelt out words are not very filthy in the category of 
workers to which the workman belongs. There is previous 
misconduct alleged. He has already put in 15 years of 
service as admitted by the learned counsel for the manage- 
ment. 

10. The findings of guilt ar e thus maintained. But the 
punishment of dismissal awarded by the disciplinary autho- 
rity being two harsh & disproportionate to the seriousness 
of the misconduct, is set aside. 

11. The concerned workmen shall be reinstated within one 
month of the publication of the award, without back wages 
and his annual increments shall stand stopped for a period 
of five years without affecting future increments. He shall 
be deemed to have continued in service for all other pur- 
poses. The award is given accordingly. Parties shall bear 
their own costs.

SO. 1766. — In exorcise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 87 Of the Employees' State Insurance Act, 1948 (34 of 
1948) and in continuation of the notification of the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Labour No. S.O. 2031 dated 
the 29th June, 1978, the Central Government hereby exempts 
the Bharat Heavy Plate and Vessels Limited, Visakhapatnam 
from the operation of the said Act for a further period from 
the 1st July. 1978 upto and inclusive of the 30th June. 
1979. 


2. The above exemption is subject to the following con- 
ditions, namely : — 

(1) The employer of the said factory shall submit in 
respect of the period during which that factory 
was subject to the operation of the said Act (here- 
inafter "referred to as the said period), such returns 
in such form and containing such particulars as were 
due from it in respect of the said period under the 
Employees' State Insurance (General) Regulation, 
1950. 


(2) Any Inspector appointed by the Corporation under 
sub-section (1) of section 45 of the said Act, 
or other official of the Corporation authorised in 
this behalf shall, for the purposes of — 

(i) verifying the particulars contained in any return 
submitted under sub-section (1) of section 44 for 
the said period ; or 

Cii) ascertaining whether registers and records were 
maintained as required by the Employees' State 
Insurance (General) Regulaions, 1959 for the 
said period ; or 

(iii) ascertaining whether the employees continue to he 
entitled to benefits provided by the employer in 
cash and kind being benefit* in consideration of 
which exemption i$ being granted under this 
notification ; or 

(iv) ascertaining whether any of the provisions of the 
Act has been complied with during the period 
when such provisions were in force in relation 
to the said factory : 

be empowered to — 

(a) require the principal or immediate employer to 
furnish to him such information as he may 
consider necessary ; or 

(b) enter any factory, establishment, 

(b) enter any factory, establishment, office or 
other premises occupied by such principal or 
immediate employer at any reasonable time and 
require any person found incharge thereof to 
produce to such Inspector or other official and 
allow him to examine such accounts, books 
and other documents relating to the employ- 
ment of persons and payment of wages or 
to furnish to him such information a* he may 
consider necessary ; or 

(c) examine the principal or immediate employer, 
his agent or servant, or any person found in 
such factory, establishment office or other pre- 
mises, or any person whom the said Inspec- 
tor or other official has reasonable cause to 
believe to have been an employee ; or 

(d) make copies of or take extracts from, any 
register, account book or other document main- 
tained in such factory, establishment, office 
or other premises.
